Report of Trustees 
OTSaUBVENS HIGH SCHOOL FUND. 


The amount of this fund in the hands of the Trustees is the 
same as reported last year, $10,000. The income for the year 
1891, $600, has been paid into the town treasury. The Legacy 
bequeathed by the late Paran Stevens $40,000, remains as_hereto- 
fore unpaid and it is uncertain when the amount will be paid over 
to the town, still we are strongly impressed that the conditions are 
favorable for a comparatively early settlement of the bequest. 

A bill in equity has been brought in the courts of New York in 
which the town of Claremont is made a party, the object of which 
being to obtain an order for the sale of real estate to pay the Legacy 
due to the town as well as to others. 

Judge Choate before whom a hearing has been going on for 
several years has made a report and the courts have entered jud- 
ment thereon. ‘This proceeding it is believed is a great advance 
toward a final and successful result. 

The council for the town, the Hon. Wm. M. Evarts who was 
retained by the committee appointed by the town to urge in the 
<ourts such action as will hasten the settlement, has reported sub- 
stantially the above statement in regard to the litigation. 

We reiterate what we have previously reported that we have no 
doubt in regard to the ultimate payment of the Legacy with inter- 
est. 

The Alden Literary Frize Fund, 

consists of the real estate bequeathed by the late Mrs. Mary J. 
Alden, and $1034, deposited in the Sullivan Savings Institution. 
We have received during the last year for rent $144, for interest 
$44, and paid for prizes $120, water rent $8, repairs $2.

Stevens High School. 
REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE: 


It is customary for the Committee of Stevens High School to 
make an annual report to the town. This is well enough, although 
there is but very little to be said that 1s new or important from year 
to year. The school ranks among the best high schools in the state, 
and is recognized as such by the leading instructors in New Eng- 
land. It is justly the pride of our town. During the past year the 
standard for admission has been raised, but notwithstanding this, 
a large class was admitted at the commencement of the. school year, 
and excellent progress is being made in all the classes. The disci- 
pline in the school never was better than at the present time. ‘The 
teachers are all thoroughly equipped for their respective duties, and 
are doing the best of work. At the close of last year Miss Flor- 
ence K. Bailey who had been very successful in her work, resigned 
as assistant teacher and her place has been filled by Miss Harriet L. 
Goodridge, who is a graduate of Boston University, and who is 
successful and satisfactory in her work. Vocal music is taught in 
the school by Miss Addie Walker of this town, who is keeping up 
the interest and proving herself fully competent in this department. 
Miss Alice Jackson of Bellows Falls, was the first teacher in this 
department and was very successful. 

During the present school year additional free text books have 
been put into the school and the Committee has expended quite a 
sum for needed books of reference and other school supplies. 

Iu order to keep up our standard and to keep pace with the 
progress of the times, much more is necessary to be done in a school 
of this kind, at the present time, than in former years. There is a 
constant demand for more and better apparatus in the various de- 
partments of the school, and in order.to do the best work and keep 
our place so as to attract scholars from the adjoining towns, these 
demands must be met in a liberal manuer by those who have the 
school in charge. 

The standard must be raised still higher, more work must be done, 
more teachers furnished, and more and better school supplies pro- 
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vided for this school in the near future. It is earnestly hoped and 
confidently believed that this can be done without taxing our peo- 
le. 

: The amount of money raised and appropriated to keep this school 
in progress, and its standard up to a high point has been very large 
—nearly or quite fifty thousand dollars. When we consider that 
all this has been done contrary to the expectation of any one at the 
time the school was started, it is worthy of the highest praise and 
speaks well for the tax payers of our town. Great as has been the 
sacrifice, who can truthfully say that it has not been money well 
expended, and that the end has more than justified the means. 

Stevens High School has a proud record, and is so firmly estab- 
lished in the hearts of our people, that come what may, it is sure to ~ 
go on in its good work in the future. , 

It is believed that the tax payers will soon be yvreatly relieved, 
and that the fund, long since our honest and just due, will be paid 
over to the town, and the school placed upon a firmer foundation, 
than ever before.

Report of the School Board 


OF THE TOWN SCHOOE DISTRICT SEG a 
YEAR ENDING MARCH, 47 1ée2: 


During the past year there has been maintained in all of the school- 
houses, that have been occupied lately, a school of at least 33 weeks. 
In the Grammar department where the fitting for the High School, 
or for life work is often completed, the Board have thought best to 
lengthen the school year to 36 weeks ; the wisdom of such action is 
already apparent to us. 

The matter of separate recesses for boys and girls, which was _ re- 
ferred to the present Board, by our predecessors, received our 
careful attention. We have done what seemed to us best, by 
way of building fences, repairing the out buildings, setting apart 
certain portions of the school grounds to be occupied separately by the 
boys and girls, &c., and it is now our undivided opinion that the 
cause has been removed for such action. Right here, in this con- 
nection, we wish to call the attention of every father, mother and 
guardian of our young people to one thing, that is,that School Com- 
mittees and teachers cannot take the place of parents, nor is it ex- 
pected they should, but holding the position we do and coming in 
daily contact with some hundreds of children we have opportunities 
of witnessing things and knowing about them that would be shut 
out of the sight of parents. Many of them are done out of school 
hours, off the school grounds, and do not seem to belong to the 
teachers to correct. There seems to bea lack of careful home cul- 
ture among many pupils. 

Do your children make you their confidants? Do they tell you all 
they see and hear at school? if so, you have a chance to correct 
many evil things and keep them from error. Do you know where 
they are? Do you let them go to school early, aud come home late, 
for the sake of the quiet you get when alone, trusting that nothing 
bad will come to them? It is time for you to fully realize the fact 
that bad boys and girls are always to be found, and perhaps your 
children may be led astray by them; therefore, we say, watch them 
carefully, guard them from harm, and be particular about their 
companions. 
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The teaching force in town, to-day, has never been excelled ; 
Hach school in the district has one or more good teachers, some of 
whom have been doing grand work among us for a series of years. Of 
our new teachers, we can say, that judging from the work done the 
past term, they are the equals of any. Miss Elizabeth J. O’Neil, 
assistant teacherin the Grammar Department, sent the Board her 
resignation at the close of the spring term; we were very sorry to 
lose the services of so able and conscientious a teacher. Miss O’ Neil 
has taught several years, and was identified with the up building of 
the Department to its present high standing; it was no light task 
that your Committee had to face, to make her place vood. 
We hope all the teachers may be retained in their present positions 
for a longtime to come. 

Since the above was written the School Board have been made 
painfully aware that they and the whole community are to lose one 
of the best teachers that ever did service in Claremont—Miss 
Isophene K. Dow—on account of ill health, has placed in the hands 
of the Committee her resignation. Miss Dow has taught in our 
schools for the past fifteen years, beginning in the Grammar school 
in old No. 17, when she won for herself the proud distiaction of 
being the the best teacher in town. She held this position until the 
Consolidated Union District was formed, when she took the head of 
the Grammar Department, with one assistant. Atthe time Union 
District voted to throw up its organization and join the town system. 
Miss Dow was further promoted to the Principalship of the Grammar 
Department with two assistants and 140 pupils, and to-day, the 
Grammar school, largely due to her personality, ranks as the best 
school of its class in the State of New Hampshire. Miss Dow is an 
earnest Christian lady of rare judgment, dealing out justice to her 
pupils without fear or favor. 


She will be very much missed by her class, the school, and assist- 
ants, as well as in the town at large. She has endeared herself 
by her gentle manners, to a host of friends, who will be pained to 
learn of her delicate health. The Board will exhaust every means 
in their power to induce Miss Dow to again take up her work 
among us, trusting that after a few weeks of rest she may be pre- 
vailed upon to withdraw her resignation and return. 

With regard to text books the Board have made some changes as 
prescribed by law. MRaub’s Grammar has been introduced, a Lan- 
guage Chart has been placed in nearly every school. The old Lip- 
pincott’s Readers have been replaced by Lippincott’s new (Davis) 
Readers. We believe the above changes will commend themselves 
to thoughtful parents. 
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One thing the Board hopes to see done right away, and that is the 
introduction of Drawing into all of our schools. 

A change was made in the music teacher. Miss Addie Walker 
‘has taken charge of the music the past term. There seems to be a 
decided step taken forward. We feel that under Miss Walker’s in- 
struction we shall soon see marked improvements. 

It is the opinion of the board that, to the school-house in itself is 
due in a great measure, the success or failure of aschool. No 
scholar takes any pride in a rickety, tumble-down, leaky old house ; 
it is not conducive to good scholarship. The same scholars placed 
under more favorable circumstances will show marked improve- 
ment in studies, manners, &c. So we say, provide suitable places 
for the education of your children, and you will receive a hundred- 
fold in return for the outlay. There does not seem, at the present 
time of writing to be any need of holding the abandoned school- 
houses longer, and we trust the town will take some action regard. 
ing them. , 

With a thousand scholars to care for, the thought must have come 
to those ruost interested in Education, why should we not havea 
Superintendent of Schools, whose duties shall be to look after all 
teachers, schools and scholars in detail, correct errors, change bad 
methods, put the schools to work on some well defined line—perfect 
some system whereby teachers in all parts of the town may work 
together and to a common end. It is evident that such a person is 
needed ; they must be properly equipped, paid a salary sufficient, so 
that they can give their whole time and thought to the subject. 
When this is done, one great step in advance will have been taken. 
Why should not our beautiful town, just waking from a long leth- 
argy, be classed as the best place in New England to educate chil- 
dren? People are everywhere looking for good schools, and when 
found, they are liable to become permaneut residents, adding much 
to the permanent wealth of the community. 

We have a just pride in our schools to-day ; we are quoted far 
and wide, but let us not be satisfied. Let us go on until Claremont 
shall be ranked among the first in New England. We have the 
facilities, let us use them to the best advantage, and it will not be 
long ere people will come to see, admire, and stay.
